Cataresk, Kasha, aged 19, one leg broken, 
other crushed, necessitating amputation. 
Kbeul, Blash, both arms broken. 
KatSqh, Fahe, shoulder broken and in­ 
jured internally. 
Lose ITZ, M ik e, head and face cut and 
left arm broken. 
Misko, UNTZ, legs crushed. 
Sbchleck, Anthony, back and breast 
crushed. 
Urttz, Michael, abdomen torn. 
The fiends who planned 
the ex­ 
plosion did th eir work well, despite 
the fact th a t p a rt of the plan failed 
They placed tw enty-four 
sticks of 
dynam ite under th e building, each nine 
inches long and w eighing half a pound. 
A w ire connected th e sticks w ith a 
b attery fifty yards aw ay. 
W hen the 
signal w as given only half a dozen of 
th e sticks exploded. 
They w ere suf­ 
ficient, however, to com pletely wreck 
th e building, not a beam or plank of 
w hich was left standing. 
The track w alker, w ho arrived on 
th e scene shortly a fte r the explosion, 
says it resem bled a battlefield. 
Some 
of th e injured w ere in th e trees; others 
w ere lying on th e ground and under 
th e debris of th e w recked building. 
One of th e boarders who escaped injury 
m ade his w ay to a neighboring shanty 
and w oke th e inm ates. 
B lankets and 
bedding w ere carried to the scene and 
th e injured m ade as com fortable as 
possible. 
The boarding boss says he is a t a loss 
as to w hat prom pted the deed. 
As far 
as he know s he has no enem ies in the 
w orld. 
Some of th e boarders think 
th e motive w as robbery as several of 
them w ere know n to have considerable 
m oney .In th e ir possession. 
If this w as 
th e object of th e fiends, it is plain why 
th ey placed so much of the explosive 
under th e building. 
They w anted to 
kill every person in the place, in order 
to g et th e plunder and then escape de­ 
tection. 
One of th e wounded men says imme­ 
diately afte r th e explosion he saw four 
.strange men running down th e 1 road­ 
w ay leading to th e village of M iners 
Mills. 
They carried lanterns. 
W hile 
he lay on th e ground another stranger 
approached him and rifled his pockets 
He also cu t th e b elt w hich encircled 
his w aist and carried it away. A nother 
of th e injured gives it as his opinion 
th e m en seen on the ground afte r the 
explosion w ere tram ps. 
The dynam iters used P ittsburg dyna 
m ite, w hich fact may lead to th eir dis­ 
covery, as dynam ite of th a t character 
is used by th e railroad contractors 
whoy,e toolhouse is near th e scene. 
T he house had been broken open and a 
new battery tak en out. An old b attery 
was found nearby. 
The supposition is 
the la tte r w ould n o t w ork and a new 
w as necessaxy. 
Michael B ellakovitch, th e proprietor 
of th e boarding house, w as arrested 
and sent to jail. 
The authorities say 
they w an t him as a w itness. 
He had 
money in his possession and Saturday 
last told a friend th a t h ejv as g o in g to 
the old country to-day.

If the 
agreem ent should be broken he did not 
know w hat the result would be. 
Guy man fu rth er stated 
th a t th e 
m iners in th e Danville district and a t 
one or tw o places south of Springfield 
had recently suffered a reduction of 5 
cents p^r ton, but had reluctantly ac­ 
cepted the cut on th e advice of th e 
state officers not to strike. 
Mr. Guy- 
m an also stated th a t m iners through­ 
out th e state w ere not w orking more 
th an h alf tim e, hence the conditions 
for a strike w ere not favorable.

to hu n t for Myer. 
The la tte r arm ed 
him self and stin ted out a t the back 
gate. 
M yers 
wife 
accompanied 
him and begged him to rem ain a t 
home. 
At th e gate Grimme sprang 
from behind a stable and fired a shot 
as Mrs. M yer jum ped in front of her 
husband. 
The bullet w ent through 
her rig h t arm. 
Then a battle to the 
death ensued, seven shots beiug fired. 
At length Mrs. M yer caught Grimme’s 
gun and held it w hile her husband 
fired tw o bullets 
into 
his breast. 
Grimme fell dead. 
Myer is under 
arrest. 


Son K ills H is Old Father. 
M il a n , Ala., Oct. 29.—W illiam Guil 
ford, a young 
farm er, disappeared 
from home several days ago. His aged 
fath er was also missing. 
Y esterday 
th e old m an's corpse was found in the 
woods near his home w ith his flat­ 
tened out by a c.ub and his pockets 
em ptied of several hundred dollars. 
Officers found the son hiding in a de­ 
serted log cabin tw enty miles from 
home. 
He confessed to the m urder of 
his fathei and gave up the money. He 
then took m orpinc and died.

No Change of Policy Will Take Place 
—CaprivPs Retirement Now Said to 
Be In the Nature of a Dismissal— 
Condition of the Czar Said to Be 
Favorable.

As

position 
clarifies, the retirem ent of 
Count von Caprivi from the chancellor­ 
ship assumes still fu rth er th e char­ 
acter of an actual dismissal. 
The 
trouble appears to have originated in 
th e em peror’s reception recently of a 
deputation of E ast Prussian agrarians, 
headed by Count zn Eulenberg. 
The 
deputation was submissive, b u t th e 
agrarian organs used the reception as 
proof th a t th e em peror was favorable 
to Count zn Eulenberg. 
The la tte r ap­ 
peared to be determ ined to rem ain in 
office. 
Count von Caprivi subm itted a 
m em orandum to th e em peror Tuesday 
offering to resign if Count zu Eulen­ 
berg rem ained in office. 
Being forced 
to choose betw een th e two, th e em­ 
peror gave his unqualified approval to 
Count von Caprivi’s policy. 
Thereupon as a setoff to th e em­ 
peror’s reception of the agrarians the 
article in th e Cologne G azette attack ­ 
ing Count zu E ulenburg 
appeared. 
Count zu 
Eulenburg resigned F ri­ 
day m orning. 
The em peror sent H err 
van Lucanus, chief of the civil cabinet, 
to ask Count von Caprivi w hether he 
had inspired the article in the Gazette. 
Count von Caprivi replied in th e nega­ 
tive, b u t expressed his sym pathy w ith 
th a t paper's views. 
The em peror then summoned Count 
von Caprivi and dem anded a public 
disavowal of the article. 
Count von 
Caprivi repeated he had not inspired 
the article and would not publish a 
disclaim er because he agreed w ith its 
views. 
He now had no alternative but 
to resign, which he did. 
It is now 
know n as a fact the em peror tried to 
reconcile the personal differences be­ 
tw een th e tw o men, but failed. 
Prince von Hohenlohe visited Count 
von Caprivi yesterday. 
The la tte r w ill 
enjoy a pension as ex-chancellor, but 
his arm y pension w ill be canceled. 
A fter a visit to Geneva he intends to 
take up his perm anent residence w ith 
his nieces on their estate in B randen­ 
burg. 
It is expected the appointm ent 
of Hohenlohe as im perial chancellor to 
succeed Count von Caprivi w ill be 
gazetted to-day^ 


The Boarding House Adjoining Also 
Went Up In Smoke and Claimed a 
Human Victim In Addition to Sev­ 
eral Who Were Injured—Several 
Fires In Other Places. 


S t . L o u is, Oct. 
2 9 .— Lunderbergs 
variety theatre burned this morning, 
as did also the boarding house adjoin­ 
ing. One man was killed and three 
were seriously injured. 
St. Lo u is, Mo., Oct. 29.—The E ast 
St. Louis freight depot of th e St. Louis 
T ransfer company caught fire from 
some as y et unknow n cause Jabout I! 
o’clock last n ight 
and w as alm ost 
totally destroyed, w ith its contents. 
The loss is about $500,000. 
The warehouse, which was 700x150. 
w as owned by the St. Louis Term inal 
(not transfer) company, by whom it 
was leased to the Jacksonville South­ 
eastern and Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis 
roads. 
I t cost $50,000 and was nearly 
new. 
I t was well filled w ith corn, 
cotton and w heat in transit. 
The ears 
on the side track, which were de­ 
stroyed or nearly so num bered one 
hundred and a m ajority of them were 
loaded. 
As nearly as can be ascer­ 
tained the insurance is about tw o this 
of th e loss. 
As the fire departm ent thought the 
flames under control the fire about I 
a. rn. took a new shoot, attacking an 
adjoining warehouse of sim ilar dim en­ 
sions, filled w ith a large quantity of 
m iscellaneous freight. 
This was also 
destroyed, together w ith a sufficient 
num ber of loaded freight cars to swell 
the total of these to 200. 
By this new 
sweep of the flames the loss was in­ 
creased to fully a half million dollars. 
The additional insurance, if any, can 
not be learned. 


Three Men K illed N ear Corydon Station, 
Pa., and Several Injured. 
B r isto l, Pa., Get. 29.—A disastrous 
wreck occurred on th e Pennsylvania 
railroad near Corydon Station last 
evening, in which three men were 
killed and a score or more injured. 
The dead: 
DANLEY, STEPHEN. 
MCNULTY, JOHN. 
STONE, FRANK. 
These three men lived at Bristol. Of 
the tw enty or more who were injured, 
nearly all also live in Bristol. 
Three 
or four are so badly h u rt th a t they 
m ay die from th e ir injuries. 
A construction train having on board 
about forty laborers pulled up near 
Corydon and stopped to take on more 
workmen. 
W hile th e train was a t a 
standstill fast freight No. 1,147, E. 
Stout, engineer, and \Villiam Rich, 
conductor, crashed into th e work train. 
The trainm en escaped by jum ping. 
Several cars w ere w recked in 
the 
crash. 
All of the Bristol physicians 
w ere summoned to the w reck, and, 
a fte r atten d in g to the wounds of the 
injured, sent some to this place and 
the others to the Philadelphia hos­ 
pital.

The “ burdened" person must then, if

himself 
from the 
w eight, manage to get the one for 
whom he is burdened to repent. 
B ecam e Suddenly Burdened. 
In the midst of the “ altar service" 
Rev. Mr. Kamm and Rev. Mr. Webb 
were suddenly aware of the incubus of 
Johnson’s sins resting upon them , and 
to relieve themselves of the burden 
and a t the same tim e to do Johnson a 
good turn, they as once proceeded to 
drive the devil out of him.

How They B ecom e Shapened A ccording 
to One's Calling. 
It appears probable th a t the tailo r’s 
distinctive type of face may have 
been partially created by his habit 
of working his jaws concom itantly 
w ith his shears.

AMATEUR PHOTOGRAPHER! E 


T h ey E x cel in F in d in g and P rod u cin g 
A rtistic E ffects. 
The study bf artistic effect in pho­ 
tography has undoubtedly received of 
late a great advance in the work of 
amateurs, and nowhere has this been 
more noticeably shown than in exhibi­ 
tions where both the work of the am­ 
ateur and the professional have been 
placed side by side; and in the great 
numbers of cases the work of the am­ 
ateurs has taken the highest honors 
for artistic effect. 
The education of 
the eye for artistic effect is tho one 
educational point of amateur pho­ 
tography upon which I lay the most 
stress, because I think it is shown in 
amateur work in the highest degree. 
While speaking of the artistic educa­ 
tion involved in the study of photog­ 
raphy, the subject of portrait work 
must not be omitted, although it is a 
branch less practiced successfully by 
amateurs, on account of the difficulties 
surrounding it, because the amateur 
must first produce his models, and 
then if he wishes to produce ffi*tistic 
effects, a studio with good light is 
necessary. 
But this is perhaps the most fascina­ 
ting branch of photographic work for 
the amateur; he is not confined, as a 
rule, by the thoughts of how many 
dollars and cents he is losing on every 
plate used and spoiled, which to tile 
professional photographer means just 
as many dollars lost from a business 
standpoint. 
There is opened up to 
him the wide range of study afforded 
by the human face in all its different 
moods and expressions, and he will 
find that unconsciously he is making a 
study of faces and observing them 
even while walking on the streets. 
Let hundreds of people pass him on 
the sidewalk without apparently notic­ 
ing them, and then instantly, perhaps, 
some one with a peculiar feature will 
arrest the attention, showing how un­ 
consciously he has been observing 
faces and forms, and while pursuing 
this branch, the amateur is led off 
into the study of drapery, dress, and 
then comes the combination of figures 
in groupings, genre work an i other 
branches, each one of which might 
call for a lifetime of studv.
